Before we face the hard questions about 
animal expertmentaCion for medical 
pijcpOrses we need to clear the ctutcer- 
Thousands of animals die and suffer In 
experiments which, even If they result in 
a new treacmetit , will effect a relatively 
small numbet of people. While resources 
and skills ace poured into those areas o£ 
t^esearch, the vast majority of people who 
die and suffer from disease do so from 

diseases which we already know how to cure 
To massively reduce Che toll of human life 
and suffering on this planet we do not 
need a new dr"ug or a new surgical 
technique, but a way of getting the drugs 
and treatments we already have to the 
people who need them. 

A large number of anirrials ace used in the 
testing and screening of drugs. En some 
Cases non -animal al Cernati Ves are already 
being researched and developed. But at 
present a lai'^s number of drug experiments 



have little to do with ImproveTTients in 
medical care - Lhey axe done for 
commeYcisl re^soris- The drug industry is 
one of Che most competitive and lucrative 
in Che t^orLd. To stay ahead companies must 
expand their market with new drugs and 
also develop new drug combinations in 
order to- get protected production rights 
as their loldi drugs become available to 
their competitors.

When accivtsta broke Lnto Sheffield 
LTiiivecs tty '5 f Leld laboratory they f o-und 
animals living in cages that appeared 
not to have been cteaned. for weeks - 
There was no attendant, miniinal Lighting, 
no heating and no food or water available 
for the animals. 

Four mongrel dogs were rescued. Contrary 
to Che university's claim that It cnl y 
U5e5 specially-bred laboratory animal s 
theae animals were clearly Eormer pets- 
All responded to votal instructions such 

as 'sit' and 'stop' and chased after 
sticks, collected them and returned them 
Co Chett t^scuers feet. 

The raiders also seised documents which 

gave the name o£ the supplier as "HcGtll" - 
L&cal research enabled the activists to 
re-unite one dog with its former owner. 

Six months later the activists attacked 
Stanley McGil I ' s Eagle Kennels at EwLndetb 
Lincolnshire , McGill and his sons thrtw 
concrete and bricks at the advancing 
activists who fought back with bricks, 
bottles and smoke tornb^- M-cGLU ^nd llLs 
?orE retreeted indoors and the activLsts 
wrecked their vehicles and outbuildings - 
All six kennels wer& broken Lnto and the 
dogs rescued. 



After half an hour the police arrived but 
all th& rescued aniirtals w^re well auay by 
then. Then the SPG from Ltncoln arrived 
and tried to arrest four activists but 

those taken were freed by their comrade?. 
The raiders then lost themseilves in the 

support demonstration which was timed 

ho appear on the scene. 

The SPG later attacked the march and 

after a struggle arrested six supportersr 

The demonstration then dispersed . 

Later that day the police were back at 
McGlIl's to protect hlrp from a demo- 
nstration by fifty local villagers from 
Swinderby and ^^ewark, They had heard 
details of the previous raid on local 
radio and T.V. Many claimed that family 
pet5 had dl^appeaTEd. 

Enid Breedon who runs an animal invest- 
l3ation organization which attempts to 
re-unite 'lost' pets with their former 
owneTS eatlmatea that in the Notts/Derby/ 
Letcs /Lincoln area there are on average 
40-50 separate 'pet snatches' a month 
involving sojue iOO animals, mainly dogs 
and cats but aLso rabbits and ferrets. 
Dr. Roger All-um of Sheffield University 
said '^animal dealers have to sign a 
certificate saying that they are not 
supplying stolen aniTnals ot pets."
